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School board hires 
social studies teacher

Students at Andover High 
School will have fewer problems 
scheduling social studies classes 
next week when school opens 
Thursday, Sept. 6. The School 
Committee rehired a social stud- 
ies teacher it let go last spring. 

The appointment of William 
Hart Jr. to the AHS post will 
enable school administrators to 
schedule three courses with an 
additional section each and 
reschedule a Model United 
Nations course that was canceled 
last spring due to staffing prob- 
lems. 

The committee voted 3 to 2 
Wednesday night, Aug. 22, to 
appoint Mr. Hart. Committee 
Chairman Andres Salazar and 
member Richard Hubbell voted 
against the appointment. Both 
said they thought the position 
was needed, but couldn’t support 
spending money when school 
finances are dwindling. 

Reduced state aid and slowed 
collection of local taxes have left 
Andover with less money than 
anticipated to fund budget needs. 
Andover will receive $318,177 
less than expected in state aid, 
according to figures published by 
‘the state Department of Revenue 
last week. The state also 
increased the amount Andover 
owes in assessments by $152,785. 


School officials hoped a por- 
tion of the $989,000 returned to 
Andover from state aid funds 
withheld last year could help 
defray the shortfall this year. 
The money has gone to cover a 
loss in local tax collection. The 
town is also approximately $1 
million short in property tax col- 
lection, according to officials. 

“We don’t have that $989,000 
as a cushion against the shortfall 
in state aid,” said Francis Paul, 
assistant superintendent of 
school operations, 

“The $989,000 has already gone 
south to cover the shortfall in 
uncollected taxes,” he said. 

The School Committee 
approved the reinstatement of 
the social studies position two 
weeks ago when it was told the 
town would receive level funding 
in state aid. It also created a com- 
bination math/science position 
to cover two separate slots cut 
last spring. 

A math position was left 
vacant due to retirement and a 
one-year, full-time substitute sci- 
ence position wasn’t filled per- 
manently. 

Dr. Kenneth Seifert, superin- 
tendent of schools, is expected to 
recommend an individual to fill 
the second combination position 
at the committee’s next meeting 
Tuesday, Aug. 28.

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Tomatoes: Summer's grandest finale 


By Maria Moskos 

I consider tomatoes the grand finale of 
summer’s culinary delights. There is no sub- 
stitute for the intense flavor of a fresh-picked, 
sun-ripened tomato, or 
“love apple,” which 
this fruit was referred 
to in ancient times. 
Recipes utilizing sum- 
mer’s garden tomatoes 
should be uncomplicat- 
ed so the flavor of the 
tomato dominates, i, 

To peel a tomato, ime pees 
blanch in boiling water for about 45 seconds, 
then dip briefly in cold water and peel off the 
skin. Whole tomatoes may be wrapped in 
individual sandwich bags and frozen up to 
two months. With skin removed, they can be 
used for cooking with very little loss of their 
original flavor. 

Vine-ripened tomatoes make attractive 
and flavorful garnishes. To make a tomato 
rose, choose a round, firm tomato and cut a 
1/2-inch wide strip of skin from around the 
stem with a 6-inch knife, using a gentle saw- 
ing motion and leaving a little flesh attached 
to the skin. The tomato should be rotated into 
the sawing blade as a continuous strip is cut 
from the entire tomato. As the strip length- 
ens, arrange it so it can rest on the counter to 
prevent it from breaking. To assemble the 
rose, roll the tomato strip (starting with the 
non-stem end) into a tight coil. Then turn the 
rose over so the flesh side of the tomato forms 
the inner side of the petals. A few small basil 
leaves can be placed on each side of the toma- 
to to complete the rose. 

As a farewell to summer celebration, you 
cold invite friends to a “Sun”day brunch 
highlighted by eggs baked in sun-ripened 
tomato cups, accompanied by zucchini-carrot 
bread, cantaloupe and honeydew fruit 
kebobs and mimosas crowned with fresh 
strawberries, A yellow or orange zinnia may 
be used to garnish each plate and dinner- 
ware, napkins and table linens could incorpo- 
rate an assortment of reds, orange and yellow 
shades depicting the bright days of summer.

Butter to grease baking dish 

2 tbsp. freshly grated parmesan cheese 

4 tbsp. light cream 

1/4 cup fresh chives, snipped 

1/4 cup lean prosciutto, finely chopped 

4 eggs 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees. Slice a cap 
across the stem end of each tomato and care- 
fully scoop out the pulp. Sprinkle the cases 
with salt and drain upside down for 20 min- 
utes, Then season the cases with pepper and 
place close together in a buttered baking 
dish, 

Mix the cheese with the cream, chives and 
prosciutto and set aside. 

Place the dish of tomato cups in the oven 
for five minutes to heat through. Carefully 
break an egg into each of the heated tomato 
cups and spoon some of the cream mixture 
evenly over the top. 

Bake for 20 minutes or until the eggs are 
set but not hard. Serves four.

WWII veteran 


Harry S. Messersmith Jr., 72, formerly of 
Andover, died Wednesday, Aug. 22, at Cape 
Cod Hospital in Hyannis. 

Mr. Messersmith, a retired textile 
salesman, was a resident of Sweetwater, 
Texas, and summer resident of South 
Chatham, 

Born in Baltimore, Md., he graduated 
from Montclair High School in Montclair, 
N.J. , and from North Carolina State 
University, where he was a member and 
former president of Sigma Nu fraternity.

Mr. Delmoni will perform a 
program of music in rembrance 
of the famed 19th-century 
violinist Ole Bull, who gave 
several concerts in Lowell. 

The proceeds of Mr. Bull’s 
1857 “Chime of Bells” concert 
were to buy the 783-pound B-flat 
bell of the chime for St. Anne’s 
Church. The “Ole Bull Bell” is 
one of 11 bells of St. Anne’s that 
will be heard on Sept. 9. 

The chiming of the bells is 
presented by the Lowell Bell 
Committee, an organization 
formed at the instigation of U.S.

and until 11:30 p.m. on a Sunday preceding a 
holiday. 

The state Legislature earlier this month 
passed a law, which was approved by the 
governor, allowing the Sunday openings in 
communities within 10 miles of the New 
Hampshire border . 

Selectman Gail Ralston said Monday that 
the selectmen would certainly oppose the 
openings if they thought it might help avoid 
a tragedy, but that was not the case. 

“We can’t expect to change anyone’s 
liquor habits by keeping the stores closed on 
Sunday,” Ms. Ralston said. 

Opposition to the openings would only 
hurt local liquor store owners who might 
lose business to stores in other communities 
where the Sunday openings have already 
been approved, according to Ms, Ralston. She 
also said no one had expressed any opposi- 
tion. 

The other three members of the board who 
were present agreed. Selectman Charles 
Wesson was absent. 

Police Chief James Johnson submitted a 
report to the board stating that, while not 
wishing to encourage the erosion of the blue 
laws, police have not had any recent prob- 
lems with any of the stores involved. 

The Sunday openings are strictly volun- 
tary, but at least five of the six stores that sell 
alcohol in town said Tuesday that they will 
be open this weekend. 

Ronnie Reedy, spokeswoman for 
Driscoll’s Package Store, 5 Bartlett St., said 
she doesn’t expect to be open this Sunday. 

“I don’t think the owner has plans to open. 
We're a small store and I don’t think we 
could compete with the larger discount 
stores in the area,” said Mrs. Reedy. 

Another factor that may deter some store 
owners from opening on Sundays is the time- 
and-a-half wages expected to be paid to 
employees of stores . 


Rick Gagnon, owner and operator of 


Village Liquors, 4 Poor St., said he doesn’t 
have to worry about paying time-and-half to 
extra employees hired just for Sundays. Mr. 
Gagnon said he probably will work on 
Sundays. He plans to have his store open 
from noon to 6 p.m. this Sunday. 

“My customers will expect me to be open 
and you shouldn’t disappoint your cus- 
tomers,” said Mr. Gagnon. 


Joseph Hoffman, owner of Andover 
Liquors in Shawsheen Plaza, told selectmen 
Monday night that, even though he thinks 
people should be able to buy enough liquor 
Monday through Saturday, he will open on 
Sundays, noon to 6, to serve his customers. 

“We have some very stiff competition,” 
Mr. Hoffman said. “I’m not crazy about open- 
ing on Sundays. It’s very unfortunate, but it’s 
what it is,” Mr. Hoffman said.

Lt. Cmdr. Dennis O’Meara, a 1978 
Andover High School graduate, is 
among the Andover residents now 
serving the United States in the 
Persian Gulf. 

Lt. Cmdr. O’Meara, the son of 
Dorothy and Joe O’Meara Jr. of 1 
Marie Drive, graduated from the U.S. 
Naval Academy at Annapolis, Md., in 
1982. He is currently chief engineering 
officer on the U.S.S. Goldsborough, a 
guided missile destroyer supporting 
the aircraft carrier Independence in 
the Middle East, according to his 
father. 

“It’s in the Gulf of Oman,” Mr, 
O'Meara said last Friday. 

Mr. O’Meara said his son was 
already en route to the Persian Gulf 
when Iraq invaded Kuwait four weeks 
ago. 

“He was in the Indian Ocean. He 
was on his way to Oman, to Muscat,” 
Mr. O’Meara said. 

Muscat is a port city and the capital 
of Oman. Oman is on the southeast 
coast of the Arabian peninsula and 
strategically located for control of the 
Persian Gulf. 

To make things worse for the fami- 
ly, Mrs, O'Meara was in a car accident 
on Route 125 on Aug. 14 and remains 
hospitalized in stable condition at 
Brigham and Women’s Hospital in 
Boston. Although his wife is out of dan- 
ger, Mr. O’Meara said she will be a 
long while recovering from her 
injuries, 

The O’Mearas have company here 
in town in their concern for their son. 
Lt. Cmdr. O’Meara’s wife, Donna, also 
a 1978 AHS graduate, is the daughter of 
Joseph and Mary Pantaleo of 4 Bradley 
Road. 

The couple has a daughter, Caitlin, 
and live in Honolulu, Hawaii, where he 
is based, 

Mr. O’Meara has had some news 
from his son. 

“We had one letter and I know my 
daughter-in-law has been in touch with 
him,” Mr. O’Meara said. 

But Mr. O’Meara was hesitant to 
relate much of what his son said in his 
letter for security reasons. 

“Tt’s hot,” he said.

Mrs. Barry's son, Bob, 27, works for 
AT&T in North Andover, the same 
place his father worked after being 
transferred back from New Jersey two 
years ago. 

Both Lt. j.g. Barry and her brother 
are planning to get married, he in 
November and she in April. While her 
son is going ahead with his wedding 
plans, Mrs. Barry is also continuing to 
plan the spring wedding at South 
Church for her daughter. 

Her daughter’s six-month military 
duty will be up by April. But her 
fiance, Paul Corbett, of Lynn, is also in 
the Navy, also serving at Bethesda 
Hospital, and he could be sent to the 
Persian Gulf as well. 

Mrs. Barry hopes the problems in 
the Middle East will be a thing of the 
past by April and her family will be 
back together. 

“I’m hoping they'll just come to an 
agreement,” she said. “I don’t want to 
see anyone lose their life. 

“T didn’t enjoy this. I think what it 
was was on top of losing Dick, and then 
having to say goodbye to a daughter, it 
was hard on us,” Mrs. Barry said. 

The Comfort is outfitted with 1,000 
beds and 12 operating rooms, and was 
specially equipped for dealing with 
injuries from poison gas, according to 
Mrs. Barry said. 

“IT think they’re most worried about 
the chemical warfare,” Mrs. Barry said 
of the nurses aboard the Comfort.

Real estate 
market is 
tough 


Things are tough with the economy. 
And they will get tougher. But this 
area will recover, too. 

No one wants to read a story like the 
one John Dugger has to tell. 

A local architect, Mr. Dugger is los- 
ing his shirt, as the expression goes. 
He’s not the first to do so and he won’t 
be the last. He took some gambles, 
which didn’t seem that risky when he 
looked at the numbers, and he lost. 

Times are hard and people in Mr. 
Dugger's business and many in related 
industries are struggling. Many will 
fall. 

When his house went to auction, no 
one bid on it. Mr. Dugger believes that 
signals that “the bottom just dropped 
out of the real estate market at that 
auction.” 

His house, at 104 Main St., was 
appraised at $320,000 a year ago. And 
the Duggers had a $155,000 mortgage 
on it. So Mr. Dugger figures someone 
could have taken over that mortgage 
and made a bid on the house, which is 
located in a desirable area in town. He 
figures that would have been a good 
deal. 

But that didn’t happen. We don’t 
believe the failure of 104 Main St. to 
sell at auction signals we've reached 
the bottom of the real estate market in 
Andover. Chances are, the failure is 
related to the fact that the bank didn’t 
advertise the auction well enough. Not 
many people attended the auction. 

We appreciate Mr. Dugger’s telling 
his tale. We believe plenty of people 
can identify with his frightening story. 
But it’s good to see he’s working on 
moving ahead, and hoping to be able to 
remain in Andover. We wish him well.

He’s Alfred 
Louis and is from Bellingham. | 
think you can spot her in the color 
photo on page one in today’s paper. 

[ promised not to tell Ms. Rizzo’s 
age, but she was the oldest twin at 
Saturday's event. I thought I was on 
to something when a friend told me 
that Fran Bilus and her husband, 
Rick Feldman, are expecting twins in 
mid-September. I wanted to ask her 
to attend the photo session so we 
could say she had the youngest 


twins, but I didn’t reach her in time. 

So who were the youngest twins? 
Alyssa and Devin Geary, at 5 months, 
and of 76 Morton St., were the 
youngest twins. 

And let me tell you, I’m proud we 
have even a few statistics. I’ve cov- 
ered death in automobiles, been to 
jail to interview a person who killed 
while driving drunk, covered Little 
League championships, scores of 
town meetings and more. And this 
was one of the quickest, most stress- 
ful and enjoyable assignments I’ve 
had. Babies who didn’t want to be 
photographed without their mommy 
cried; the noise from 88 twins and 
their supporting teams of moms, 
dads, siblings and curious passersby 
made it close to: impossible for our 
photographer, Matthew Sapienza, to 
be heard from the gazebo, where he 
stood for the group photo.

Here are the rules on the road 


Riding a school bus, says the School 
Committee, is a privilege. This 
privilege will be taken away from any 
student who is not well-behaved, 
courteous or who endangers the 
health or safety of any student, the 
committee added. 

If a student does not follow the 
rules and regulations for bus students, 
the student will be reported to his or 
her school principal for disciplinary 
action. 

Any decision revoking the 
privilege of a student to ride the bus 
will be made only by school 
authorities, Before such a decision, 
the matter will be discussed with the 
bus driver and the student and the 
parents of the student will be 
informed. 

Before students can be reinstated, 
they and their parents must meet with 
the School Committee, 


Here are the committee’s 


regulations: 

If you light a match, cigarette 
lighter or other flammable object, 
setting fire or burning any person or 
clothing, your bus privilege shall be 
suspended for the balance of the 
school year, 

If you deface the bus or destroy 
property or open the emergency door 
without getting permission, your 
privilege will be suspended for one 
month the first time, for three months 
the second time and for the balance of 
the school year the third time, 

Any time a student defaces a bus or 
any part of it, restitution must be 
made by his or her parents, and the 
student will not be allowed back on 
the bus until that restitution has been 
made, regardless of whether the 
students had served his or her 
punishment.

fifth grade and smoke on the bus, your 
suspension will be for a month with a 
reinstatement of the privilege only 
after a conference between the 
principal and your parents or 
guardian. If you’re in middle school, 
suspension after the first offense is 
one month; for the second offense, it’s 
for the remainder of the school year. 

If you’re in high school and smoke 
on the bus, you will also be suspended 
a month the first time and for the 
remainder of the school year the 


second time. 

Fighting, molesting others and 
throwing objects other than paper or 
hats is also a no-no on the bus. The 
first offense is good for a one-month 
suspension; second offense, two 
months; third offense, rest of the year. 

Bus privileges are suspended for a 
week for pushing, shoving, indecent 
or abusive language, failure to obey 
the bus driver, throwing objects like 
paper, hats, scarfs and other 
misconduct the first time. Suspension 
is one month for the second offense 
and the rest of the year the third time.

nized and ultimately keep shopping time to a 
minimum, Mr. Sessa says. 
Plan ahead 

Catalog and magazine browsing may help 
to develop a working shopping list. Parent 
and child can pick, discuss and compromise 
before even hitting the stores. 

When considering upcoming purchases, 
add durable, transitional types of clothing 
such as long-sleeve cottons (rather than 
wools), which can be layered and worn 
throughout the year. Opt for wash and dry

ing, consider shopping at that time of day. AlI- 
so, shop when the store is least crowded.

I went on Aug. 18 with 
five paper bags full of what I believed were 
recyclables. These included milk cartons, 
beverage cartons, vegetable oil bottles, cream 
cheese tubs, tuna fish cans, cat food cans as 
well as assorted plastic tops to various con- 
tainers. I dropped off milk and beverage car- 
tons only. I returned home with everything 
else, three full bags to be thrown out in the 
trash - to assume their position in the state’s 
dwindling landfills. 

I found the people working at the drop off 
to be very rude and very little help, if any. I 
had to find numbers on the bottom of every 
piece of plastic. Only numbers 1 and 2 were 
accepted, all else I was told to “take home and 
thrown in the trash —- we don’t want it.” With 


the aluminum, I walked up and dumped my 
cat food cans and tuna fish cans in the bin 
and was yelled at for dumping steel in the 
aluminum box. 

Excuse me, but I thought they were alu- 
minum. I had to search through and pull out 
all my steel cans. If this is going to be the way 
it is operated, the volunteers should screen 
the recyclables before they are separated into 
the boxes. 

When I asked what aluminum they did 
take, they said beverage cans only. Why 
would I bring beverage cans to West Middle 
School when I can take them to Market 
Basket and get five cents? Does the recycler 
get five cents for every can? Not a good poli- 
cy. 
If Andover wants to recycle, which I 
believe it does, then somewhere it needs to be 
spelled out in simple terms exactly what is 
accepted and what is not. In regard to tuna 
fish, cat food, soup, tomato paste, tomato 
sauce, vegetables, spices, dog food cans, etc., 
why can’t we find someone to recycle these 
which are more in abundance than beverage 
cans with five cent deposit on them?

Sorry about the Aug. 18 nightmare

Those of us still involved with recycling in 
Andover owe the public an apology for the 
difficult collection on Aug. 18. We apologize 
because we were unprepared for the large 
number of people who brought plastics and 
aluminum at the same time. We ask your 
patience as we all become educated in this 
new facet of our lives. How to conserve plas- 
tic? 

We will continue to provide trucks and 
personnel at West Middle School on the third 
Saturday of each month (next one is Sept. 15.) 
Plastics and aluminum will be accepted. But 
~ and this is the difficult part for you - we can 
accept only the plastics and aluminum that 
our collector, David White, can sell. He is not 
a volunteer. This is his business and he is 
trying desperately to find markets for as 
much plastic as possible. 

If you read the Globe on Monday, you 
found plastics are made of many different 
resins and some of mixed resins. The only 
ones that can be recycled, which means made 
into other goods, have to have the chemical 
properties demanded by those that will buy 
them. Dave must sort, stockpile, bale and 
transport as well as seek markets for those 
plastics you dump in his barrels. 

We, the volunteers, and there were not 
enough of us last time, have to try to help you 
sort and put your offerings in the right place 
or, unfortunately, tell you to take them home 
and put them in the trash. At the moment 
what is accepted and what can be sold are 
four types of plastic: 

1. Milk, juice and water jugs, cleaned and 


smashed to save room; 

2. Polystyrene trays that come under veg- 
etables and meats in the grocery store; 

3. Detergent and shampoo bottles that 
have on their bottoms a number 2 surround- 
ed by the recycling logo, usually arrows 
going around in a circle; 

4, Bottles, usually beverage with a 1 on the 
bottom, with the logo. 

The bottles mentioned in 4 are liquor bot- 
tles but sometimes other things like peanut 
butter jars. It all depends on the resins with 
which they are made. Anything you find 
with a 1 or a 2 can be recycled. Put each in its 
own bag so you will not be delayed at the bin. 

While you are cursing all this bother, take 
time to realize that the manufacturers are at 
last trying to help by labeling their plastics 
for reuse. And I will remind you that you no 
longer have to sort your glass. Transfer that 
time and energy to sorting plastics. We all 
hope the day will come when these can be 
picked up curbside; but it will probably mean 
only the ones properly sorted. 

As for aluminum, we collect aluminum 
cans because they are valuable and the mate- 
rial should be reused. Usually these are bev- 
erage cans, which can be recycled at the store 
for a nickel (so can some plastic cans). 

But we seem to have quite a few citizens 
who buy their Coke, beer, etc. in New 
Hampshire where they will not take back the 
cans. Only beverage containers with the 
names of the bottle bill states, Ma., Me., Ct., 
Vt., and I think N.Y. can get you a nickel 
back. Many cat food cans are aluminum. I do

not know of any tuna cans that are. You can 
tell aluminum cans because they will not 
stick to a magnet. Steel does. To save time at 
the bin, get a magnet and know for sure. 

Steel cans are not collected in Andover 
because so far we have no market for them. 
When we can find one, we will try to get them 
out of the waste stream. The problem is that 
they must be de-tinned. Like plastics, they 
are made from more than one material. New 
England does not yet have a de-tinning plant. 
Transportation to New Jersey is too expen- 
sive. 

Our apology again for not enough volun- 
teers, not enough space to hold all you 
brought, the very hot weather and some rude 
remarks. Dave White is not a junk man. He 
has no facilities for disposing of materials he 
can’t sell. You can each take your mistakes 
back home and put them out at the curb. 

Please continue to let us and the town 
know of problems you encounter. We will 
react to complaints and make things better. 
Dave says he is ready for Sept. 15. Hope to see 
you there.

“I knew how the game was played, I was 
playing it properly and was being told I was 
not right,” he said. 

The business investment, the Union Arms 
apartment building he and a partner con- 
structed in Lawrence, was auctioned on Aug. 
13 for $215,000, less than half the $500,000 it 
cost to build it, according to Mr. Dugger. 

“The apartment building that cost over a 
half million dollars was appraised at over a 
half million dollars, has a cash flow that will 
support a half million dollars...$215,000 is 
what it went for,” Mr. Dugger said. 

Since his own misfortune, Mr. Dugger has 
done some research and has realized a real 
estate market crash was inevitable, he said. 

The boom market here for so many years 
inflated prices for materials, labor and fin- 
ished products to such an extent that the 
Northeast had distanced itself from the rest 
of the country, he said. 

“You can’t do business with the rest of the 
country for very long before something’s got 
to level out,” he said. 

The investment 

Mr. Dugger agreed to go into partnership 
on a construction project in 1985 with one of 
his customers, Joe Ruggieri, a Lawrence 
developer. 

Mr, Ruggieri emigrated from Italy to 
Lawrence and wanted to do something nice 
in his old neighborhood on a lot at the corner 
of Union and Summer streets near 
Fisichelli’s bakery, according to Mr. Dugger. 

The design was for a six-unit apartment 
building with a laundry business and com- 
mercial space on the first floor. The apart- 
ments would rent at market rate for the low 
income market, estimated then at $550 a 
month, Ms. Koob would operate the laundry 
and the other commercial space would be 
leased. 

The bank accepted the construction pro- 
posal in 1985, but then the city of Lawrence 
delayed the project, according to Mr. Dugger. 

“We didn’t get our building permit until 
1988,” Mr. Dugger said. “Three years they 
jerked us around.” 

During that time, costs were going up. 

But the partners took out the $375,000 con- 
struction loan from a bank, using their own 
homes as collateral, and construction moved 
right along. Near the end of construction it 
became apparent that the commercial space 
was not going to rent and the partners decid- 
ed to convert the extra space into a one-room 
handicapped apartment, 

Construction of such an apartment would 
cost $60-70,000 to build. In the spring of 1989, 
Mr. Dugger and Mr. Ruggieri went to the 
same bank to arrange financing for the addi- 
tional investment. 

Bank falters 

What the pair wanted to do was convert 

the $375,000 construction loan to a mortgage,

using the building itself as collateral, a com- 
mon practice once a substantial portion of 
construction has been completed, according 
to Mr. Dugger. 

This would have released his home from 
collateral and he could have refinanced to get 
the additional $40,000 he needed for the apart- 
ment building. 

“That was supposed to come off at 65 per- 
cent completion,” Mr. Dugger said. 

But somehow, the partners neglected to 
pursue getting their homes released and the 
loan converted, and now construction was 
nearly complete. 

“When the bank started getting in trouble 
and we were at 95-100 percent complete, we 
started looking for that back,” Mr. Dugger 
said. “They said, ‘We're not going to give it 
back to you.’” 

What they didn’t know was that the bank 
was in trouble of its own. 

In addition to the construction loan for 
the apartment building, the Duggers were 
also carrying a 12 percent, $155,000 mortgage 
with another bank on their house, which 
they wanted to refinance. 

They had begun renovating one of the two

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rental apartments in the house, completely 
gutting it, and needed cash to complete the 
project. But with the house tied up as collat- 
eral, they could not refinance or get a loan to 
complete the project. 

“The house was worth $320,000 with only a 
$155,000 mortgage on it, so there was a lot of 
equity there which, if we could have tapped, 
we would have been able to buy down the 
note,” he said. 

The squeeze 

“I was in the squeeze in August,” Mr. 
Dugger said. 

The mortgage department of the bank that 
financed the Lawrence project had sent them 
a commitment letter for the $375,000 mort- 
gage but then, “They kicked out the mort- 
gage,” Mr. Dugger said. 

Now the bank was telling them that if they 
paid off $50,000 of the construction loan in 
cash, the bank wold consider giving them a 
mortgage for $325,000. 

“Where does the money come from? Out of 
the air?” Mr. Dugger said. “They had all our 
money tied up.” 

The 80 percent loan-to-value ratio they had 
expected to be getting in the beginning was 
now down to 60 percent, according to Mr. 
Dugger. And even the $50,000 deal being

If he were playing in a best selected 
17-hole tournament Nick Coon would 
have been golden. 

Two shots on one hole were all that 
kept the talented young Andover golfer 
from qualifying for the match play 
finals at last week’s U.S. Amateur 
Championship in Colorado, where he 
checked in with a highly-respectable 74- 
80-154 to miss the cut by five strokes.

“Cherry Hills was an amazing 
course. The best I've ever played on. | 
hit 15 greens in regulation and made 14 
pars, one birdie and three bogies.”

vote. 

Approximately 800 voters have 
registered since then, more than 500 
of them just in August. 

While a move seemed to be under 
way toward Independent registra- 
tions, no moves were obvious away 
from either the Republican or 
Democratic parties in particular, 
according to Ms.Hanson. 

Of the 17,099 voters now regis- 
tered, 7,890 are Independents, 5,467 
Democratic and 3,742 Republican. 

Those who registered 
Independent during August outnum- 
bered Republican or Democrat regis- 
trants 3 to 1 during the same period. 

The Townsman asked several late 
registrants if there was a particular 
issue or reason that impelled them to 
register this year. While the majori- 
ty of the approximately 30 residents 
reached blamed procrastination or a 
recent move for their late sign-up, 
others said there were specific 
issues that brought them out. 

“Definitely there was,” said 
Rebecca Coyne, 95 Elm St., speaking 
for both herself and her husband, 
Michael. “We're pro life. This is a 
very important election and we defi- 
nitely want to get (Republican candi- 
date for governor Steven) Pierce in 
there.”

Eastern Equine Encephalitis 
is a rare but serious illness 
caused by a virus found in birds 
and spread by a particular type 
of mosquito, which does not bite 
people. But the virus is some- 
times picked up and passed by 
mosquitoes that do bite people 
and horses. 

At least one case of the disease 
in a person has been confirmed 
in southeastern Massachusetts 
and the state has begun the con- 
troversial spraying of the insec- 
ticide malathion in the 
Plymouth area to kill the 
mosquitoes. 


Western Encephalitis is often 
a precursor to the disease, 
according to the health director. 
and has been found in the local 
tests, 

“But it’s not anything that we 
have to worry about,” Mr. 
Penney said. 

Spraying options have been 
discussed, according to Mr. 
Penney, who said that he 
believes there comes a point 
when the need for spraying out- 
weighs the concerns for the envi- 
ronmental concerns.

year-old twins, Virginia and Heidi. 
Mrs. Carroll and her husband, Alan, 
are also the parents of 9-year-old 
Austin and 8-year-old Victoria. 

She said it’s fun to watch the twins 
develop. 

“They sometimes cried at the 
same time, they walked at the same 
time, cut teeth at the same time and 
sometimes we will go in at night to 
check in on them and they'll be sleep- 
ing in exactly the same position,” she 
said.

The twins attract a lot of attention, 
said Mrs. Carroll, and sometimes 
that can be difficult for her other two 
children. Mrs. Carroll said one of the 
hardest realizations for parents of 
twins who also have other children is 
that the twins’ siblings may not 
always get an equal amount of atten- 
tion. 

One day the couple was out for a 
walk on Main Street with the twins 
in one double stroller and Austin and 
Victoria in another. A car stopped in 
the middle of the street and the driv- 
er leaned out of the window and 
asked in amazement, “Quadruplets?” 

“No, no,” the Carrolls told the 
bewildered driver, “just twins!” 

Unlike most identical twins, the 
girls didn’t look so much alike when 
they were babies. It was easier to tell 
them apart back then than it is now, 
said Mrs. Carroll. 

Recently, the twins had their pho- 
tograph taken together for their bal- 
let class. In the photograph, Mrs. 
Carroll said the two girls look so sim- 
ilar she had to look very hard to see 
who was who. 

“Even the same piece of hair had 
fallen out of their buns!”

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Coon accuses Tucker of 


accepting PAC money 


By Don Staruk 

State Rep. Susan Tucker 
(D-Andover) Tuesday denied 
charges by Gary Coon that she 
accepts campaign contributions 
from Political Action 
Committees (PACs) and said her 
opponent doesn’t even know 
what PACs are. 

“Since I have been in office I 
have not accepted PAC contribu- 
tions,” Rep. Tucker said, “and 
have in fact returned hundreds 
and hundreds (of dollars) of PAC 
contributions.” 

Rep. Tucker is a sponsor of 
the Act for Accountable Politics, 
a bill recently filed with the 
Legislature, which she said 
would curb insider abuses that 
lead to special interest influence. 

Mr. Coon, one of two 
Republicans opposing Rep. 
‘Tucker for her Statehouse seat, 
challenged Rep. Tucker’s own 
record of insider abuse and a 
claim she made in supporting 
the recent bill that she doesn’t 
accept PAC contributions. 

He pointed out what he said 
were seven such contributions 
listed in her campaign finance 
reports over the last eight years. 

Rep. Tucker admitted accept- 
ing $1,700 from four different 
PACs during the 1982 campaign, 
which first put her in office, but 
said that once in office she recog- 
nized the danger of accepting 
PAC money, 

“T made the personal decision 
not to accept PAC contributions, 
even though they are legal,” she 
said. “When I do get PAC dona- 
tions, I return them.” 

In addition to the four 1982 
PAC contributions, Mr. Coon 


questioned three other campaign 
contributions that he said were 


PAC monies. 


In 1984, Rep. Tucker accepted 
a $15 donation from the 
Committee to Re-elect Walter 


Bickford. 


“Tt has nothing to do with 


PACs,” Rep. Tucker said. 


Mr. Bickford was another 


state representative for whom 


she had worked as an aide prior 


to running for office herself, 
according to Rep. Tucker. 
“T don’t think he knows what 


he’s talking about,” she said of 


Mr. Coon. 
She accepted a $100 donation 


in 1986 from the Andover 
Democratic Town Committee, of 


which she is a member, and 
which she said is not a PAC. 

In 1988, Rep. Tucker accepted 
a $100 donation from the 
Andover Firefighters IAFF 
#1658, their union. 

“To my knowledge, they are 
not a PAC committee,” Rep 
Tucker said. “I think Mr. Coon 
has to go do some reading.” 


But Rep. Tucker’s record of 


insider abuse goes beyond her 
PAC record, according to Mr. 
Coon, 

Mr. Coon also attacked her 
previous support of the Hynes 
Convention Center Authority 
being run by the state and her 
votes on Universal Health Care 
and the recent tax package. 

“Insider abuse is being one 
person on the campaign trail and 
another in the Statehouse,” Mr, 
Coon said. 

Rep. Tucker recently said she 
no longer supports the Hynes 
remaining public,

With the 
Massachusetts state 
primary just over a 
month away, 
Secretary of State 
Michael J. Connolly 
has announced that 
state primary 
absentee ballots are 
now available in 
local election offices 
all through the 
State. He is urging 
registered voters 
who know they 
won’t be able to vote 
at the polls on 
Tuesday, Sep.18, to 
vote by absentee 
ballot. 

The secretary of 
state explained that 
according to 
Massachusetts law, 
voters can vote by 
absentee ballot only 
if they will be 
absent from their 
home city or town 
on election day, are 
physically disabled 
or are unable to 
vote on primary day 
for religious rea- 
sons. Absentee vot- 
ers can vote “over 
the counter” in 
their local elections 
office or they can 
vote by mail if they 
apply first in writ- 
ing. 


Most absentee 
voters must have 
their absentee bal- 
lots witnessed by 
any person at least 
18 years old. Voters 
who are outside the 
United States, or 
certified in writing 
by a doctor as per- 
manently disabled 
voters do not need 
to vote in the pres- 
ence of a witness. 


This is the earli- 
est time that absen- 
tee voting has 
begun before a state 
primary, Mr. 
Connolly said, and 
ballots are available 
in the local clerk’s 
or election commis- 
sion’s office.

offered was a maybe. The bank would 
put nothing in writing, according to 
Mr. Dugger. 

Through the fall of 1989 the partners 
rented out the six apartments at the 
Union Arms for more than originally 
projected, approximately $600 each. 
This improved the cash flow picture 
and the partners went out looking for 
other financing, talking to every bank 
they'd ever heard of that was doing 
business in Lawrence. But their bank 
was still looking strong. None of the 
bank's financial problems, which 
would later surface, had hit the papers 
yet, and the other banks were question- 
ing the credibility of the two partners 
because of their problems with their 
bank. Nobody would give them a loan. 
More problems 

In December, their bank said there 
was no way it was ever going to give 
the partners $325,000 on the building, 
Mr. Dugger said. 

Mr. Dugger said he called the bank 
and his contact there said, “I’m sorry 
we can’t make any commitment to giv- 
ing you a mortgage at this point.” 

Mr. Dugger made other efforts to 
find financing, including calling on his 
friends in the business, but eventually 
realized it was out of his hands. 

“So we just gave up and watched the 
whole thing happen,” Mr. Dugger said. 
The auctions 

When Ray Durban, a Lawrence 
businessman, bought the Union Arms 
apartments, Mr. Dugger was glad to see 
him get the building. But when Mr. 
Durban went for a loan on the building, 
the bank would only offer him a loan of 
70 percent of what he bought it for at 
auction. 

“That means the real estate there in 
Lawrence is worth only about 40 per- 
cent of what it cost to put it there,” Mr. 
Dugger said. 

The failure of his house to go at auc- 
tion last week shows what has hap- 
pened to property values here also, 
according to Mr. Dugger. _
